It was a gray day early in January wh en 


an elderly m an cam e in to ask th e editor 


to look at a m anuscript: “1 Visit th e Lincoln 
M em orial.” 


Th e writing w as one of th ose labors of 
love th at A m ericans h ave been perform ing 
for A brah am Lincoln down th rough th e years 
Th e m aterial w as well organized. It was a 
h eartfelt tribute to a great American 
by 
one of millions 
wh ose h earts 
h ave 
been 
stirred by Lincoln's rise to greatness from 
circum stances h um bler th an th eir own. 


AFTER RECITING some statistics about 
th e Lincoln M emorial, itself. Lincoln's presi­ 
dency and th e circum stances of h is adm inis­ 
tration. th e w riter said th is: 


“ And so tim e passed. Th e tall fram e be­ 
cam e m ore gaunt and bent, th e lines in th e 
m elanch oly 
features 
m ore 
prom inent 
and 
deeper from anxiety and care; m ore in con­ 
form ity to th e face we, today, know and 
love. In th e m arch of time, th e greatness of 
th is m an becam e m anifest, scorn and deri­ 
sion ch anging to respect and adm iration. His 
m any acts of kindness in m itigation, som e­ 
tim es ir. absolute pardon, of m ilitary offenses, 


h is leniency toward th ose in rebellion against 
th e Union — h arsh ly criticized by s om e - 
endeared h im to th e m ajority of th e people 
wh o h ailed h im as th e saviour of th e Union 
and of our national h onor.” 
Th e m anuscript was kept so th is passage 
could be quoted on th e anniversary of Abra­ 
h am Lincoln’s birth day. Its w riter h ad no 
pride ot auth orsh ip 
He wanted only to pay 
tribute to A brah am Lincoln. 


LAST SPRING, th e editor h ad revisited 
th e Lincoln M emorial. 
It was 
a beautiful 
April day. Hundreds of sch ool ch ildren 
were 
on th e steps of th e m em orial. Dozen« 
were 
in th e rotunda. 
Th ey and all th e adults wh o cam e and went 
h ad th e sam e reaction wh en th ey looked at 
th e towering figure of A brah am Lincoln. Th ey 
were silent. Th ey stood in reverence before 
th e great statue by Daniel Ch ester French . 
No one standing th ere and watch ing th is 
h appen can h elp but believe h ere is th e proof 
of wh n* America is — a land wh ere A brah am 
Lincoln is th e m ost revered of all A m erican 
leaders. 


He saved th e Union by skill and determ ina­ 
tion 
Bv love, h e saved America.

All of 
th em are rabbits on th e base path s, gazelles 
in th e infield and m urderers at 
the plate 
Watch ing th em , even th e grizzled skeptics 
of th e W ash ington press corps, ch eering for 
th eir own youth and sh redded h opes, don’t 
see h ow th e prom ising newcom ers can m iss. 
From Joh n F. Kennedy, th e pick of 
the 
crop, righ t down th e bottom of th e list, 
this 
looks like th e g reatest squad th at ever played 
pepper-ball with th e national destiny—and 
it 
undoubtedly is. 


NEVERTHELESS, it’s 
im portant 
to re­ 
m em ber wh at h appens at th e baseball train­ 
ing cam ps.

Som eth ing alw ays h appens in th e 
m eantim e. 


One day th e m urderers are transform ed in 
to rabbits at th e plate and th e rabbits on 
th e base path s look like m urderers. Th e ga­ 
zelles turn out to h ave too m any left feet. 
Th e skeptics of th e press corps, m ore griz­ 
zled th an ever by th is tim e, explain th at th e 
kids lost some of th eir sh arp com petitive edge 
after th e training season. Th ey were playing 
over th eir h eads and now are learning th eir 
tra de th e h ard way at some outpost in th e 
m inors. 


It’s always interesting to watch it work, 
even th ough it's alw ays th e same.

SO ONE KNOWS wh o th e real stars o f th e 
Kennedy adm inistration are going to be.

It is an interesting tim e. 


It m akes millions of us w’istful about spring 
training—th e dear 
wonderful days 
w h e n 
everyth ing seem s possible among th e rook­ 
ies—wh en th e sun sh ines all day long—and 
th e green grass is growing som ewh ere- 
Russia Holds Satellite Edge 


Th e space age began on Oct. 4. 19 57, wh en 
th e Russians lobbed 184 pounds into orbit 
around th e earth ----- Sputnik 1.

Th ere h e will plav an im- 
purtant part in carrying th rou h 
th e program of. th e new adm ini­ 
stration. 
“ I know h e will succeed in th is 
as h e h as succeeded in so many 
of h is past efforts to protect and 
advance th e h uman and civil righ ts 
of all A m ericans.”

Ribicoff told th e audience 
th at President Kennedy h ad told 
Ivm “ to m ake sure I extend h is 
personal best wish es to Adam and 
all of h is friends.”
